V ears, tho at the ſame time had in view fu- 
ture Conqueſts, and the Slavery of Europe. The Tools that he de- 
ſigus to make uſe of, to carry on that much ador'd Idol Univerſal 
Monarchy, are the Kings of Great Britain, who in their Baniſhment 
ſucking in Jeſuitical Precepts and Popiſn Perſwaſion upon their Re- 
turn, only wanted opportunity publickly to ſhow their inward and 
private Sentiments. The firſt had not Reſolution to act that, which 
his Succeſſor ſo openly per form d; but our Happy and Fortunate He- 
roe had an Eye upon their Nefarious Councils; He was the only 
Sanctuary, the fure Alam, Diſtreſt Britania had to fly to; He was 
the Prince, ho muſt confound their inferna!

The Crown was a Burthen and Turmoil to 
him, tho his Government was our particular Intereſt, and our Poſte- 
ritys eternal Advantage: He underwent the Imperial Toyl with too 
weak a Body, for ſo large and capacious a Soul: Let with great 
Chearfulneſs, and Readineſs of Mind.

Away with that Sarcaſtical Expreſſion of Petet Coſen, which a King 
upon every frivolous opportunity, was not aſhamed to make uſe of:
